GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

THE GA BEGAN GENERAL DEBATE SEPT. 27, HEARING STATEMENTS 
BY THE EOREIGN MINISTERS OE BRAZIL, POLAND, SPAIN, COLOMBIA, 

NEPAL, COSTA RICA, NORWAY, VENEZUELA, JAPAN, ZAIRE AND 
GUAY ANA. THE UK AND UGANDA EXERCISED RIGHT OE REPLY. 

IN SPEAKING OF SOUTHERN AFRICA, ZAIRE'S FOREIGN MINISTER 
THOUGHT THAT TO OPPOSE SECRETARY KISSINGER'S EEEORTS WOULD 
BE DEMAGOGY. THE SPANISH AND JAPANESE EOREIGN MINISTERS 
MENTIONED KISSINGER'S EFEORTS EAVORABLY, BUT THE GUYANESE 
EOREIGN MINISTER DECLARED THAT THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSALS 
WERE INCONSISTENT WITH "ANY DEEINITION OF FREEDOM, ANY 
DEEINITION OE DEMOCRACY, ANY DEFINITION OF JUSTICE." 

SPEAKERS LISTED FOR SEPT. 28 ARE: NETHERLANDS, ERG, SOVIET 
UNION, YUGOSLAVIA, EINLAND, DENMARK, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, 

PAKISTAN, PAPUA NEW GUINEA, CONGO AND TURKEY. 

BRAZIL - IN HIS PLENARY SPEECH OPENING THE GENERAL DEBATE 

AT THE 3 1ST UNGA REGULAR SESSION, BRAZIL'S EOREIGN MINISTER 

SILVEIRA DECLARED THAT CRITICISM OE THE UN OS OETEN 

"SELF SERVING " AND THAT IT WOULD "ISSUSORY" TO THINK 

THA PROCEDURES AND BEHAVIOR IN THE UN COULD "EVER BE 

ISOLATED FROM THE POLITICAL CIRCUMSTANCES THAT GENERATE 

PROBLEMS." HE LAMENTED THE EACT THAT IN RECENT YEARS THERE 

HAS BEEN A PARADOZICAL TREND OE RELAXATION OE INTERNATIONAL 

TENSION BETWEEN THE SUPERPOWERS, YET A WEAKENING OE THE COLLECTIVE 

SECURITY SYSTEM MACHINERY OE THE UN, I.E., UNRESTRUCTED 

USE OF THE VETO. RE AFRICA, SILVEIRA LIMITED HIS 

COMMENTS TO THE HOPE THAT THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA 

WOULD SOON BE ABLE TO EXERCISE THEIR NATIONAL WILL. 

TURING TO THE MAJOR PORTION AND EMPHASIS OP HIS ADDRESS, 
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SILVEIRA SAID IT WAS URGENT TO NEGOTIATE CONCRETE MEASURES 
TO END THE "DISPARITY BETWEEN THE DEVELOPED AND THE UNDER- 
DEVELOPED NATIONS." HE SAID THE BELIEF THAT THERE IS A NET 
TRANSFER OP CAPITAL FROM THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO THE 
LDC'S IS BECOMING "MYTH" AND CITED UN STUDIES TO SUPPORT 
HIS CONETNIONN. HE ARGUED THAT THE "STAGNATION" 

OP POORER NATIONS "CANNOT BE THE PRICE TO BE PAID TO 
CONSERVE THE ENVIRONMENT." HE WARNED OF A GROWING 
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"TECHNOLOGICAL GAP" AND THAT EFFORTS SHOULD BE MADE TO TRANSFER 
THE TECHNOLOGY OF THE NORTH TO THE SOUTH. SILVEIRA CONCLUDED 
BY STATING THE UN MUST DISCHARGE "A POSITIVE ROLE IN CHANGING 
PRESENT INTERNATIONAL STRUCTURES." (USUN 3974 NOTAL) 

POLAND - FOREIGN MINISTER OLSZOWSKI EMPHASIZED IMPORTANCE 
FOR WORLD PEACE OF US-SOVIET DETENTE, URGED EARLY 
ATTAINMENT OF SALT-II, AND OUTLINED POLAND'S BILATERAL 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO IMPROVED EAST- WEST RELATIONS IN THE SPIRIT 
OF THE HELSINKI AGREEMENTS. AT SAME TIME, HE LAUNCHED SHARP 
ATTACK ON FORCES WORKING AGAINST INTERNATIONAL DETENTE, 
SPECIFICALLY CITING "WIDELY EXPANDED APPARATUS OF SUB- 
VERSIVE PROPOGANDA " OF RADIO FREE EUROPE AND RADIO LIBERTY. 

HE ALSO ATTACKED RACIST REGIMES IN NAMIBIA, RHODEISA 

AND SOUTH AFRICA, AND CONDEMNED THE "FASCIST" CHTI.AN GOVERNMENT'S 

PERSECUTION OF "PATRIOTS" EVEN BEYOND THAT COUNTRY'S 

FRONTIERS. OLSZOWSKI REPEATED FAMILIAR POSITIONS OF WARSAW 

PACT COUNTRIES ON KOREA AND MIDDLE EAST. ON DISARMAMENT ISSUES, 

HE CALLED FOR WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE AND URGED GA SUPPORT 
OF ENMOD AND MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS INITIATIVES. POLAND, 

HE NOTED, ALSO PLACED GREAT IMPORTANCE ON THE LOS 
CONFERENCE AND THE NEED FOR FURTHER COMPROMISES. IN CONCLUSION, 

HE REITERATED ONCE AGAIN HIS VIEW THAT THE UN SHOULD BE 
IMPROVED NOT THROUGH REVISION OF ITS CHARTER, BUT THROUGH 
STRICTER RESPECT FOR ITS CHARTER'S PROVISIONS. (USUN 3978 NOTAL) 

SPAIN - FOREIGN MINISTER MARCELINO OREJA AGUIRRE STRESSED 
THE IMPORTANCE OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND FORECAAST 
GREATER SPAINISH PARTICIPATION IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS. 

OREJA SAID THE SPAINISH GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE ARE 
ANXIOUS TO DEVELOP A NEW IMAGE IN THE WORLD COMMUNITY AND 
TO HAVE SPAIN'S VOICE HEARD ON WORLD ISSUES. HE STRESSED: 

"THE CORNERSTONE OF SPAIN'S NEW DOMESTIC AND INTERNATIONAL 
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POLICY WILL BE RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS." ON SOUTHERN AFRICA, 

OREJA SAID THE ULTIMATE SOLUTION MUST BE BASED ON SCRUPULOUS 
REGARD FOR HUMAN RIGHTS. HE HOPED SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
EFFORTS WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THIS EFFORT. HE EMPHASIZED THAT 
TERRORISM IS ALSO A FORM OF VIOLATION OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS, PARTICULARLY THOSE OF "INNOCENT VICTIMS " AND UNDER- 
LINED THE NEED FOR "COORDINATE ACTION." HE DID NOT, HOWEVER, 
SPECIFICALLY MENTION THE ERG PROPOSAL. 

OREJA MADE SPECIAL NOTE OF THE UN'S "GREAT CONTRIBUTION IN 
SPEEDING DECOLONIZATION," POINTED OUT THAT SPAIN HAD NOW CEASED 
TO EXERCISE POWER IN THE SAHARA, AND THEN REMINDED THE 
ASSEMBLY THAT "COLONIALISM" IS BEING MAINTAINED ON GIBRALTAR 
AAINST THE WISHES OF THE SPANISH PEOPLE. HE BRIEFLY BUT 
EMPHATICALLY EMPHASIZED THE URGENCY OF NEGOTIATIONS "TO 
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RESTORE THE UNITY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OE SPAIN." 

HE TOOK A CAUTIOUSLY OPTIMISTIC VIEW OE INTERNATIONAL 
ECNOMIC COOPERATION OVER THE PAST YEAR, SAW CIEC AS MOVING 
PROSPECTS A STEP EORWARD, AND SAID SPAIN WOULD PARTICIPATE 
AS MUCH AS POSSIBLE IN A DIALOGUE WHICH SPAIN CONSIDERS 
A "NECESSARY PART OP THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECNOMIC ORDER." OREJA 
REITERATED SPAIN'S TRADITION OP FRIENDSHIP WITH ARAB 
AND LATIN NATIONS BUT STAYED CLEAR OP SPECIFICS, REMARKING 
ONLY THAT SPAIN HOPES THE PANAMA NEGOTIATIONS WILL BE FRUITPUL. 
HE ENDORSED A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. ON UN CHARTER 
REVIEW, HE SUGGESTED A STRENGTHENING OP THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL AND ESTABLISHMENT WITHIN ECOSOC OP A PERMANENT 
WORLD ECONOMIC COMMISSION. 

AT END OF THE DAY, UK, EXERCISING RIGHT OP REPLY, REITERATED 
ITS POSITION TO ADHERE TO PRINCIPLE OP SELF-DETERMINATION 
IN DEALING WITH GIBRALTAR ISSUE. CITING PREVIOUS DISCUSSIONS 
WITH SPAIN ON THE MATTER, UK PLEDGED TO CONTINUE TO SEEK 
AGREEMENT WITH THE SPANIAH GOVERNMENT. (USUN 3980 NOTAL) 
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RIO DE JANEIRO FOR USDEL IAEA 

COLOMBIA - FOREIGN MINISTER LIEVANO 

IN HIS ADDRESS, WHICH WAS NOTEWORTHY FOR ITS POETICAL AND 
ABSTRACT TONE, EMPHASIZED: "LEGACY OF INEQUALITY," 

INDIFFERENCE OF THE DEVELOPED, MARKETS, TERRORISM, AND 
OUTER SPACE. LIEVANO NOTED THE NEGATIVE PRESS WHICH THE UN 
NOW ENJOYS IN POWERFUL NATIONS. HE CHALLENGED THE THOUGHT 
OF A FADING OF THE APPARENT GOLDEN AGE OF UN AS A MIS- 
CONCEPTION. HE STATED THAT THE POWERFUL NATIONS HAVE ENDEAVORED 
TO RETAIN THE OLD EAR BUT THE "LEGACY OF INEQUALITY" 

DOES NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT HISTORY FOR THE POWERFUL TO SUCCEED. 

HE SAID THE NEWER POWERS ARE DISTURBING INSTITUTIONS OF 
OLDER POWERS AND IT WAS ESSENTIAL TO HAVE THEIR PARTICIPATION 
IN OLDER INSTITUTIONS. THERE ARE THESE "DISTURBANCES" 

IN THE INSTITUTIONS BECAUSE THERE IS AN ABSENCE OF WORLD 
CONSENSUS ON ASPIRATIONS OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. 

TURING TO INDIFFERENCE OF THE DEVELOPED, LIEVANO SAID THAT 
BECAUSE THERE IS A WEAKENING OF GOVERNMENTAL AUTHORITY 
WITHIN THEIR OWN COUNTRIES, THE WEALTHY ARE TURNING 
INWARD AND ARE INDIFFERENT TO THE DEVELOPING NATIONS. 

LIEVANO ASKED WHAT CAN THE WORLD HOPE TO EXPECT FROM THE 
POWERFUL NATIONS EXPERIENCING SUCH A CHANGE; 

ON MARKETS, LIEVANO SAID THE AFFLUENT BEINEFIT FROM AN 
INTERNATIONAL MARKET IN WHICH THEY MAINTAIN CONTROL. HE 
CONTINUED THAT THE AFFLUENT CANNOT WITH JUSTICE CITE AS 
AGGRESSIVE THE ACTS OF PRODUCERS OF THE WORLD TO DEFEND 
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THEIR INCOMES, AS WAS DONE DURING THE ENERGY CRISIS. 

WHILE THE AFFLUENT OF THE WORLD CANNOT BE TOLD WHAT TO DO 
WITH THEIR MONIES, THEY MUST RESPECT THE FACT THAT THE 
DEVELOPING WORLD MAY EXERCISE THE SAME PREROGATIVES TO 
CARE FOR ITS OWN POPULATIONS. A NEW INTERNATIONAL DIVISION 
OF LABOR CANNOT BE POSTPONED. DEVELOPED NATIONS MUST OPEN 
THEIR MARKETS TO PRIMARY AND MANUFACTURED PRODUCTS. THE 
NATURE OF THESE RELATIONS AND THE ADJUSTMENTS IN TRADITIONAL 
ARRANGEMENTS THEY WILL REQUIRE WILL BE THE MAJOR SUBJECT 
OF INTERNATIONAL POLICY FOR THE REMAINDER OF THIS CENTURY. 
TERRORISM MUST BE REPUDIATED; A SCHEME OF PUNISHMENT MUST 
BE DEVISED. LIEVANO ALSO STRESSED THAT THERE MUST BE DEFINITIONS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF SPACE AND ITS USES. COLOMBIA AND OTHER EQUATORIAL NATIONS 
HAVE SPECIAL INTEREST IN THIS QUESTION. COLOMBIA SUPPORTS 
FREE TRANSIT IN SPACE WITH CERTAIN EXCEPTIONS. (USUN 3986 NOTAL) 

COSTA RICA - FOREIGN MINISTER FACIO TOUCHED ON A WIDE RANGE 
OF INTERNATIONAL ISSUES. DEFENDING UNIVERSALITY, HE 
REGRETTED THAT VIETNAM'S APPLICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP IN 
THE UN HAD BEEN POSTPONED. FACIO HOPED THAT WITH THE 
RESUMPTION OF LOS CONFERENCE IN MAY 1977 INTRANSIGENT 
POSITIONS WOULD BE ABANDONED. ON KOREA, HE EXPRESSED 
PLEASURE THAT THE TWO CONFLICTING DRAFT RESOLUTIONS HAD 
BEEN WITHDRAWN AND HOPED DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN BOTH 
KOREAS COULD NOW BE COMMENCED. HE LAMENTED LACK OF 
PROGRESS ON DISARMAMENT. SPEAKING WITH EMOTION, FACIO 
ADDRESSED TOW-THIRDS OF HIS SPEECH TO THE QUESTIONS OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND TERRORISM. HE DECRIED THE "HYPROCRISY " OF 
MEMBER STATES WHICH CLAIM TO DEFEND HUMAN RIGHTS WHILE 
AT THE SAME TIME VIOLATE THEM. HE REITERATED COSTA RICA'S 
CALL FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF A HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS. HE SINGLED OUT FOR PRAISE THE "GLORIOUS " RESCUE 
OF ISRAELI CITIZENS AT ENTEBBE. HE FORCEFULLY DENOUNCED 
TERRORISM AS AN EVIL FOR ALL OCCASIONS AND URGED THE GA 
"TO DECLARE WAR AGAINST INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM. " FACIO 
CONCLUDED HIS ADDRESS BY PRAISING SECRETARY KISSINGER, 

UK FOREIGN MINISTER CROSLAND, AND THE LEADERS OF AFRICA 
WHO HAVE BROUGHT ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF PEACEFULLY ENDING 
ILLEGAL MINORITY RULE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. (USUN 3979 NOTAL) 

UGANDAN PERMREP KINENE, EXERCISING A RIGHT OF REPLY, 

DESCRIBED HIS COUNTRY AS A VICTIM OF UNPROVOKED AGGRESSION 
BY ISRAEL. HE CATEGORICALLY DENIED AS MALICIOUS AND BASELESS 
THE ALLEGATIONS SET FORTH IN STATEMENT BY COSTA RICA, 

AND ADDED THAT HIS GOVERNMENT WOULD REPLY AT THE APPROPRIATE 
TIME. 

NORWAY - FOREIGN MINISTER FRYDENLUND SAID THAT INTERNATIONAL 
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PROBLEMS SHOULD BE APPROACHED WITH CONCERN FOR PEOPLE. 

HE DECLARED THAT UNIVERSAL HUMAN RIGHTS COVENANTS MUST 
BE ACCEPTED BY ALL STATES AND SUPPORTED THE PROPOSED 
CREATION OF A HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR HUMAN RIGHTS, 

RE TERRORISM, HE SUGGESTED IT WAS "MORE PRODUCTIVE TO SEEK 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PARTIAL SOLUTIONS AIMED AT PROTECTING INNOCENT VICTIMS" 

AND UNDERLINED GON'S SUPPORT OF THE FRG PROPOSAL ON HOSTAGES. 
ON AFRICA, FRYDENLUND EMPHASIZED THE NORDIC COUNCIL PROGRAM 
AIMED AT "STEPPING UP SUPPORT FOR LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF 
SOUTHERN AFRICA WITH PARALLEL EFFORTS TO ISOLATE FURTHER 
THE WHITE MAJORITY REGIMES." NOTING "THE LAST-MINUTE 
AMERICAN INITIATIVE" AND EFFORTS "WE ARE FOLLOWING WITH 
EXPECTATION AND ANXIETY," FRYDENLUND STRESSED THE "SPECIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY OF THE BIG POWERS " AND VITAL IMPORTANCE 
THAT SOUTHERN AFRICA'S PROBLEMS NOT BE MADE PART OF EAST- WEST 
CONFLICT." ON ECONOMIC QUESTIONS, HE SAW UNCTAD-IV 
AS "A SIGNIFICANT STEP FORWARD" AND UNDERLINED IMPORTANCE 
OF "IMPLEMENTING THE MAIN PRINCIPLES OF AN INTEGRATED PROGRAM 
FOR COMMODITIES AS INTENDED, IN WHICH A COMMON FUND REMAINS 
A MAIN ELEMENT." ON LAW OF THE SEA, FRYDENLUND SAID PROBLEMS 
OF INTERNATIONAL SEABED MUST BE APPROACHED IN A "BROADER 
PERSPECTIVE THAN BEFORE" IN EFFORT TO REACH "UNIVERSALLY- 
ACCEPTABLE AGREEMENT." (USUN 3981 NOTAL) 
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RIO DE JANEIRO FOR USDEL IAEA 

VENEZUELA - FOREIGN MINISTER ESCOVAR SALOM WELCOMED 
THE SEYCHELLES AS AN INDICATION OF THE QUALITATIVE DIFFERENCE 
IN THE POST-COLONIAL WORLD WHICH IS TILL RESTRUCTURING 
ITSELF. HE SAID THERE IS GREAT SKEPTICISM AND PESSIMISM 
SURROUNDING DETENTE, BUT THE WORLD CANNOT ABANDON IT. 

HE URGED THAT EAST- WEST RELATIONS BE DEVELOPED FURTHER LEADING 
TO LINKS AND EXCHANGES AND "PSYCHOLOGICAL DISARMAMENT" 

WHICH IS EQUALLY IMPORTANT WITH WEAPONS DISARMAMENT. 

ESCOVAR CALLED FOR A POLITICAL WILL TO CHANGE ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS, AND REGRETTED THERE WERE NO CONCRETE 
RESULTS YET IN NORTH-SOUTH RELATIONS. HE SAW HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN CRISIS AND SAID HIS GOVERNMENT WAS PLEDGED TO SEEK PRACTICAL 
MEANS WITHIN THE UN TO INSURE THEIR PROTECTION. HE URGED 
PROMPT ADOPTION OF NEEDED RULES TO DEAL WITH INTERNATIONAL 
CORRUPTION. ESCOVAR INCLUDED PANAMA, THE MIDDLE EAST, 

AND SOUTHERN AFRICA AMONG ISSUES DISTURBING THE INTERNATIONAL 
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ATMOSPHERE. HE STRESSED THAT BOTH THE DEVELOPING AND DEVELOPED 
WORLDS LOSE IN AN ARMS RACE. DISARMAMENT WAS A QUESTION 
OF PLANETARY SECURITY; NUCLEAR ARMS PROLIFERATION MUST 
BE CONTROLLED AND TREATIES AND RESOLUTIONS MUST BE OBEYED. 
GROWING VIOLENCE AND CRIME (TERRORISM) MUST BE CURBED 
BY INTERNATIONAL MEASURES AS THE NATIONAL MEASURES ARE NO 
LONGER SUFFICIENT. ESCOVAR DEPARTED FROM HIS TEXT TO STATE 
THAT HIS GOVERNMENT CONDEMNS VIOLENCE FROM WHATEVER SOURCE 
IN WHATEVER COUNTRY. THE UN'S FUNCTIONING DEPENDS UPON 
ITS CREDIBILITY; TO THE END OF IMPROVING ITS CREDIBILITY 
THE UN MUST RESTRUCTURE ITSELF. WHILE EAST- WEST RELATIONS 
ARE HEALTHIER, THE THIRD WORLD MUST BEGIN PLAYING 
A BIGGER ROLE. THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER WILL 
ASSIST IN RECTIFYING OLDER STRUCTURES IN THE WORLD, BUT 
WORLD BALANCE IS NOT ONLY A MATTER OD DEVLOPMENT. 

ESCOBAR APPLAUDED THE FACT THAT THE "POWER OF THE POOR " 

WAS INCREASING. (USUN 3987 NOTAL) 

JAPAN - FOREIGN MINISTER KOSAKA ADDRESSED FOLLOWING 
KEY TOPICS; ON SOUTHERN AFRICA HE EXPRESSED APPREICATION 
FOR ACTIVE EFFORTS BY SECRETARY KISSINGER AND FRONTLINE 
AFRICAN LEADERS FOR SOLUTION OF SOUTHERN AFRICA'S PROBLEMS. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HE URTED TALKS BETWEEN ISRAEL, ARAB STATEES AND POLO 
TO RESOLVE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEMS, AND HE APPLAUDED WITHDRAWAL 
OF KOREAN RESOLUTIONS. KOSAKA CALLED FOR SAFEGUARDS AGAINST 
PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE CAPABILITY UNDER GUISE 
OF PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY, AND STRESSED NEED FOR 
CONVENTIONAL DISARMAMENT AND FOR CONTROLS ON INTERNATIONAL 
ARMS TRADE. HE EXPRESSED STRONG SUPPORT FOR UN PEACEKEEPING 
EEFORTS, AND HE APPEALED EOR FURTHER EFFORTS TO CONCLUDE 
A LAW OF THE SEA TREATY. RECOGNIZING VARIOUS LEVELS OF 
ADVANCE AMONGST THE UNDERDEVELOPED, KOSAKA SAID JAPAN 
WOULD FOCUS ITS ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AID TO THE MOST BACKWARD. 
HE ALSO UNDERLINED JAPAN'S SIGNIFICANT SUPPORT OF ORGANIZATIONS 
IN UN SYSTEM DIRECTED AT PROMOTING ECONOMIC PROGRESS. 

WHILE URGING RESPECT FOR PROVISIONS OF THE UN CHARTER, 

HE SUPPORTED CHARTER REVIEW, NOTING EXTREMELY RAPID 
GROWTH IN UN BUDGET, KOSAKA CAUTIONED AAINST EXPANSION OF 
BUDGET BEYOND MEANS OF MEMBER STATES. (USUN 3983 NOTAL) 

ZAIRE - FOREIGN MINISTER NGUZA, IN NEARLY HOUR-LONG SPEECH, 
DEVOTED ONLY LAST EIGHT MINUTES TO SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE 
CONGRATULATED SEYCHELLES ON ITS ADMISSION TO UN, BUT ALSO 
HOPED EOR EARLY ADMISSION OF OTHER STATES, I.E., VIETNAM, 

AND PRESUMABLY ANGOLA. HE WAS UNHAPPY WITH THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL VETO - STILL USED IN SPIRIT OP REVANCHISM - 
AND PROCEDURES FOR SELECTING SC MEMBERSHIP. HE SAID DISARMAMENT 
SHOULD BE "THE BUSINESS OF EVERYONE, NOT JUSTOF SOME" 
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AND SPOKE OF "FOLLY OF THOSE WHO CINTINUE TO SEEK ENTRY 
INTO THE ARMS RACE." HE QUESTIONED THE KOREAN SITUATION 
IS AS COMPLEX AS THE "PROPAGANDISTS OF BOTH SIDES WOULD MAKE 
IT APPEAR," BUT RECOGNIZED COMPLXITY OF MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM. 
CONDEMNING "PRIVATE AND STATE" TERRORISM, HE CITED ENTEBBE 
AND SOUTH AFRICAN INCURSION INTO ZAMBIA. HE CONSIDERED 
ECONOMIC ISSUES MOST URGENT OF ALL EXCEPT SOUTHERN AERICA, 
REVIEWED NAIROBI, COLOMBO AND MEXICO CITY CONEERENCES, 

AND EXPRESSED HOPE FOR PARIS CIEC MEETING; AND CONSIDERED 
LAST LOS SESSION "STEP BACKWARDS." AETER REVIEWING AERICAN 
EFFORTS TO FOCUS ATTENTION ON SOUTHERN AFRICA, HE SAID 
THOSE EFEORTS WERE RECEIVED WITH "INDIFFERENCE AND SMILES," 
BUT NOW THE SOUTH AERICAN BLACKS ARE WAGING AN "INCISIVE 
AND DECISIVE STRUGGLE." SOWETO ACCELERATED THE TEMPO 
AND THE BALL IS IN SIMTH'S AND VORSTER'S COURT NOW. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE WEST "... MUST INFLUENCE SOUTH AFRICA TO CHANGE ITS 
POLICY REGARDING NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA. IE SOUTH AFRICA HAS 
UNDERTAKEN CERTAIN MOVES, IT IS BECAUSE IT HAS BEEN FORCED 
TO BY ITS ALLIES." ZAIRE TOOK NOTE OF SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
EFFORTS AND THINKS THAT TO OPPOSE THEM, AS SOME HAVE, 

IS DEMAGOGY. THOSE EFEORTS WILL BE JUDGED BY THEIR RESULTS. 

IF SUCCESSFUL, SECRETARY KISSINGER'S STATURE WILL BE GREATLY 
INCREASED. NGUZA CONCLUDED THAT NO ONE HAS DONE BETTER 
THUS FAR, AND IF THERE IS REAL CHANGE IN SOUTHER AFRICA 
"WE MUST HAVE THE HONESTY TO RECOGNIZE IT AND TO ACT IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE COURSE OF EVENTS." 
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GUYANA-FOREIGN MINISTER WILLS SAW SOUTHERN APRICA AS 
REPRESENTATIVE OP THE CONPRONTATION BETWEEN THE "FREE AND 
NON-FREE". HE SAID ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSALS WERE 
INCONSISTENT WITH "ANY DIPINITION OF FREEDOM, ANY DEPINITION 
OP DEMOCRACY, ANY DEFINITION OF JUSTICE". HE REAFFIRMED 
THE CONDITIONS OF ANGOLA, BOTSWANA, MOZAMBIQUE, ZAMBIA, 
AND TANZANIA AS THE ONLY ONES UNDER WHICH MAJORITY RULE 
MAY BE ACHIEVED IN RHODESIA THROUGH NEGOTIATION. THE "REBEL 
IAN SMITH" MUST ACCEPT THESE CONDITIONS OR FACE INEVITABLE 
WAR. WILLS CONTINUED THAT RHODESIA IS NOT THE HEART OF THE 
PROBLEM IN SOUTHERN AFRICA; IT IS APARTHEID AND VORSTER 
MUST BE CONFRONTED. GUYANA IS CATEGORICALLY OPPOSED TO 
APARTHEID AND BANTUSTANS AND ALL THEY SIGNIFY. HE SAID 
THAT SOUTH AFRICA'S MINERAL WEALTH AND ITS POSITION ON 
THE COMMUNICATIONS ROUTE AROUND THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE 
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HAVE "BLINKERED" THOSE WHO CALL THEMSELVES OPPONENTS OE 
APARTHEID. WILLS SAW MIDDLE EAST PEACE POSSIBLE ONLY 
IE BASED ON THREE PRINCIPLES-THE RIGHT OE PALESTINIANS TO A 
HOMELAND; THE RIGHT OF ALL TO EXIST SECURELY WITHIN 
RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES; AND WITHDRAWAL OE ISRAEL FROM 
TERRITORIES ACQUIRED IN 1967. HE STATED THAT THE THREAT TO 
PEACE BY ACTIVITY IN THE INDIAN OCEAN MUST BE MET BY 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE. HE SAW 
THE GA'S CYPRUS RESOLUTION AS THE ONLY FRAMEWORK FOR THE 
RESOLUTION OF THE "TRAGEDY". HE URGED THIS ASSEMBLY TO 
DENOUNCE POWEREUL NATIONS' USE OF THE ARSENAL OF 
DESTABILIZING TECHNIQUES TO MAINTAIN DEPENDENCY OE THE WEAK 
AND TO YOKE ASPIRATIONS OP THE DEVELOPING WORLD. WILLS 
STRESSED THAT ECONOMIC SURVIVAL AND ADVANCEMENT ARE IN 
THE BEST INTERESTS OP THE DEVELOPED AS WELL AS THE DEVELOPING 
WORLD. HE STATED THE WORLD MUST STRIVE POR JUST ECONOMIC 
DISTRIBUTION WITHIN THE GLOBAL SYSTEM. HE ADDED THAT A DEBT 
MORATORIUM WAS NEEDED TO PREVENT MORTGAGING THE PUTURE OP 
THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. WILLS CONTINUED THAT GUYANA CALLED 
POR A DEVELOPMENT PUND WITHIN THE PRAME-WORK OP UNCTAD AND 
A RESTURCTURING OF THE UN AS A POLITICAL ORGANIZATION 
IN A CHANGING POLITICAL WORLD. GUYANA PAVORS THE ADMISSION 
OP ANGOLA AND VIETNAM INTO THE UN, WILLS ALSO 
STATED. (USUN 3984 NOTAL)

1967 AND NOTED THAT THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE HAVE A RIGHT TO

STATES HAVE THE RIGHT TO LIVE WITHIN SECURE AND INTERNATIONALLY 
RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES. NEPAL SUPPORTS AND WILL CONTINUE TO 
SUPPORT THE PEOPLE OP SOUTH APRICA, NAMIBIA, AND ZIMBABWE 
IN WAGING JUST AND LEGITIMATE STRUGGLES FOR EQUALITY,

OF ANDERSON WAS NIGERIAN QUERY AS TO WHERE 
SOUTH AFRICA WAS GETTING ITS ARMS. AT FIRST HESAID HE HAD NO 
PERSONAL KNOWLEDGE, BUT THEN SAID THOSE USED IN HIS BATTALION 
WERE MADE IN SOUTH AFRICA AND HE HEARD RUMORS THAT IN FUTURE 
THEY MIGHT SWITCH TO ISRAELI UZI GUNS. THERE HAD BEEN 
EXPERTS, HE BELIEVED FROM BRITAIN, WHO WERE PLACING METAL 
SENSORS ALONG THE BORDER AS PART OF A COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM 
TO DETECT INTRUDERS. IN REPLY TO OTHER QUESTIONS, HE SAID 
IT HAD NEVER SEEMED TO HIM THAT THE SOUTH AFRICAN ACTION 
IN ANGOLA HAD BEEN MORE THAN A TOKEN EFFORT. HE HAD NO 
CONTACT WITH, OR KNOWLEDGE OF, ISRAELI EXPERTS OR INSTRUCTORS
